Proposed hospital 
tax hike criticized 
till

A proposed increase in the 
county hospital tux rate has 
erupted into a fight in Com­ 
missioners Court. 
B e x ar C ounty H o sp ital D istric t 
Executive Dir. W arren (1. H arding 
said Tuesday the district would ask 
C om m issioners Court Friday for an 
increase in the tax rate up to the legal 
m axim um of 75 cents. 
The current tax rate is 73 cents per 
SHIU valuation at 40 per cent of m a r­ 
ket value. 
County Ju d g e B lair R eeves said 
com m issio n ers would consider the 
district tax rate increase Friday. 
Reeves was the only m em ber of the 
court who stated he favored the pro­ 
posed increase. 
“ The tax increase is needed to en ­ 
able the district to keep its standing 
as a m odern hospital and to contin­ 
ually upgrade its facilities,” Reeves 
said. 
“ It is im p o rtan t that the d istrict 
keep pace with the UT Health Science 
C enter and to rem ain a first class 
teaching hospital.'’ 
Profit 
Com. Frank Vaughan said he was 
definitely against any tax increase 
for the district. “ The hospital district 
m ade a profit this year, and th e re s 
no need to raise the ra te,” he said. 
Com. A. J. Ploch echoed V aughan's 


sentim ents. “ I am opposed to the in­ 
crease." Ploch said. 
‘‘I think they can operate on the $33 
m illion they have. The people are 
already saturated with tax es.’ 
Hospital officials said they needed 
the increase prim arily to cover costs 
of th e B rad y M em o rial C lin ic 
scheduled to open th is year at tilt1 
Robert B. Green Hospital. 
H arding said the increase of two 
cents on the tax rate would add about 
$5(R),UUU in tax revenue, lie acknow ­ 
ledged the county tax re-evaluation 


last year added about $4(10,001) to the 
district’s coffers. 
“ But the read ju stm en ts m ade by 
the county have e a te n up any in ­ 
c re a se for the h o sp ita l d is tric t. 
H arding said. 
Reeves said he understood the in­ 
crease proposal was to cover the d is­ 
tric t’s need for m ore space, including 
a parking garage, a new obstetrics 
unit and various renovations. 
Some rem o d elin g costs and pay 
raises for officials would be includ­ 
ed, he said.

w ildly at a sporting goods store. 
The first witness at the Harris trial. 
'.store ow ner Carroll William Huett, 
describeed the “strange” person he 
saw firing a machine gun on May 16, 
1974. Miss H earst has admitted slit* 
w a s the assailant. 
“ It had large sunglasses, a very- 
w hite face," Huett recalled, “a very- 
stran g e face and this big afro style 
hairdo. None of it looked like it be­ 
longed tootle person." 
H uett recalled the confused scene 
when he and other store employes 
w restled with the Harrises, whom 
they suspected of shoplifting, and 
M iss H earst opened fire from across* 
the street. 
T h e 
H a rrise s, . charged 
w ith 
kidnaping, assault and robbery, claim 
they had no part in the newspaper 
h eiress’ decision to open fire and 
rescue them . 
T he 
22-year-old 
Miss 
Hearst, 
indicted w ith the Harrises, is awaiting 
sentencing on a San Francisco bank 
robbery conviction and will be tined 
sep arately. 
M rs. H arris, who deliverer! her own 
opening statem ent Monday, told how 
M iss H earst decided to “go along for 
the rid e” on their shopping trip to test 
her a b ility to disguise herself. She was

fugitive. 
H uett revealed th at Miss H earst’s 
shots cam e close to causing death. 
One em ploye, he said, was struck in 
a shirt pocket over his heart, but a pen 
deflected the bullet. “ His pocket was 


ripped and his pen was bent all out of 
shape.” 
Huett said his wife, who was at the 
cash register, was bleeding from 
superficial wounds to the face and lie

When the shooting stopped, the

“Three front windows were broken.

D uring a melee in the street, Huett 
said he realized H arris had a gun and 
w restled it out of his hand. 
M rs. H arris, he said, leaped on 
S hepard's back and said, “ Leave him 
alone, leave him alone.’’ 


M ason, who pulled Mrs. H arris 
aw ay, testified that he let her go when 
lie h eard the machine gun fire. 
“ I released my hold on Mrs. Harris 
and retreated back into the store.” 
M ason said. ” ... You could hear the 
bullets hitting the concrete. There 
w ere w indows shattered ... As soon as 
I released Mrs. Harris, she bolted 
acro ss the street."

Liquidation of assets of 


closed Citizens State Bank of 
Carrizo Springs has been halt­ 
ed at least until Thursday. 


Attorneys for the bank and it* 
owner, Enrique Salinas of Eagle 
Pass. won the delay Tuesday after a 
round of legal maneuvering here. in 
Austin and Laredo. 
The liquidation was halted by 
Fourth Court of Civil Appeals Chief 
Justice Charles VV. Harrow here 
Judge Barrow's action came after 
Salinas* attorney, Arthur Mitchell of 
Austin, appeared before the court 
Tuesday seeking an injunction to 


block the liquidation. 
Earlier Mitchell had filed a formal 
appeal from a July 7 court ruling 
upholding the bank’s closing and 
clearing the way for the liquidation

The appeal was filed with state 
Hist, Judge E. Jam es Hazen in 
Laredo. 
It was Judge Hazen who lifted the 
restraining order against State 
flanking Com. Robert F. Stewart's 
closing cif the bank June 28. 
The bank was closed by Stewart 
after a stiff two-w' ek audit by state 
and federal e x a m in e rs who reported 
finding as much as $3 J million in 


uncollectable loans 
Immediately following the Ju ly 7 
bearing, Mitchell filed notice of ap­ 
peal from Judge Kazen’s action. 
Mitchell argued Tuesday before the 
three-judge court of appeals that 
state law provides the banking 
commissioner must retain the bank s 
assets pending final outcome of the 
appeal.

War movie 


Can you settle an argument for us please? 
We were watching television the other night and they 
had a movie on called ‘‘The 1.000 Plane Raid.’’ 
We are trying to determine if this movie was based on 
historical fact. 
I say it was based on one of the raids in which Hamburg 
was firebombed and people suffocated because the oxygen 
was sucked up by the fire. 
My friend says the story was fiction, that there were 
never 1.000 planes involved in any air raid. 
Can you clear it up? 


This doesn't happen too 
often, but you're both 
wrong. 
There 
was only 
one 
1,000-plane raid during 
World War II. It was car­ 
ried out May 30, 1942, by 
the Royal Air Force. 
The movie had an a ir­ 
craft plant as the target and 
the U.S. Air Corps leading 
the raid. Both of those facts 
were wrong. 
The movie also had the 
raid 
carried out during 
daylight hours. The U.S. 
began daylight air attacks 
from England in August of 
1942. Those proved largely 
unsuccessful and the U.S. 
and Britian finally used 
massive saturation bomb­ 
ing raids protected by 
fighter squadrons aimed at 
large German population 
centers where many of the 
German m ilitary and in­ 
dustrial facilities were lo­ 
cated. 
While those raids were 
supposed to be precision 
bombing raids, the fire ­ 
power of the German anti­ 
aircraft batteries made the 
high altitude raids too ha­ 
zardous and a very low 
percentage of the bombs hit 
anywhere in the “ precise” 
target area. 
In the real 1,090 plane 
raid, the RAF took off from 
all over England and set 
out to wipe a German city 
off the map. Much of the 
motivation for the raid was 
sparked by a German blitz 
attack two years earlier on 
the historic city of Coventry 
in which hospitals and the 
revered 
St. 
M ichael’s 


A V ET 


Cathedral 
were 
demo­ 
lished. 
The target was not an 
aircraft plant (can you 
imagine I.OOO planes at­ 
tacking a single aircraft 
p lant?) but the City of 
Cologne am Rhein. 
One of the main objec­ 
tives of this massive air 
assault was a complete fail­ 
ure. however. 
The 
British 
bombed 
Cologne for 90 solid min­ 
utes. One of the principal 
targets of the raid was to be 
St. Peter’s Cathedral, the 
largest gothic cathedral in 
all of Germany. 
The entire city of Cologne 
lay in smoke, rubble, 
flames and ashes the next 
morning and rising majes­ 
tically above it all was the 
mountain-sized hulk of the 
60-story tall cathedral — 
entirely intact. 
In fact, the cathedral 
survived the entire war 
with relatively minor da­ 
mage. 
The movie could have 
been much more exciting 
by sticking to historical 
facts surrounding the real 
1,000-plane raid. It was ac­ 
tually 1,043 planes, give or 
take a two that crashed en 
route. 
As it was, the movie 
got the lowest rating of the 
week in the Express-Ncws 
TV Now magazine. 
The Hamburg firestorm, 
by the way, occurred dur­ 
ing the summer of 1943. It 
did not involve 1,000 planes. 
The Cologne raid was the 
largest single air assault in 
history.

Spears wants court 
to reconsider Bell rule 


A federal judge is asking 
the U S C ircuit Court of 
Appeals to reconsider its 
decision to return a m ulti­ 
m illion 
dam age 
suit 
against Southwestern Bell 
Telephone Co. to federal 
court, 
Chief U.S. Dist. Judge 
Adrian Spears has sent a 
strongly worded petition 
for rehearing to the circuit 
court in New Orleans on its 
decision to return the Bell 
suit to federal court from 
state court. 
Judge Spears states the 
circuit court does not have 
the jurisdiction to return 
the ease to federal court 
after he had sent it to a 
state court. 
He points out the U.S. 


Supreme Court has ruled a 
trial judge’s decision on the 
jurisdiction of a court is not 
appealab le if the judge 
ruled on grounds the case s 
ju risd ictio n has already 
been changed incorrectly 
by another court. 
Judge Spears also asks 
the entire 15 judges of the 
5th Circuit Court of Appeals 
to rule on his petition 
rather than the three-judge 
panel which granted Bell’s 
appeal to move the case 
back to federal court 
Ju d g e S p ears had r e ­ 
turned the case to sta te 
court in April after attorney 
Pat Maloney filed a motion 
for the move from federal 
court. 
Bell claims the suit 


should be tried in federal 
court because it is a Mis­ 
souri-based 
com pany, 
therefore creating a diver­ 
sity of citizenship am ong 
the suit's parties. 
In his p etitio n , Ju d g e 
Spears notes the Supreme 
Court ruling which keeps 
cases like Bell’s from being 
appealed was made lo pre­ 
vent m anipulation of the 
court system. 
The suit against Bell was 
filed in 1974 by Janies Ash­ 
ley and the family of the 
late T O. G ra v ity It in ­ 
volves charges of wrongful 
death in his 1974 carbon 
monoxide suicide. 
He was head of B e ll's 
T exas o peration at the 
time.

Arthritis, 
sciatica can 
be linked 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: We read your co­ 
lumn and find it helpful in many ways. 
But you have not written on my wife’s 
problem — a combination of sciatica and 
arthritis. 
Cortisone and aspirin compounds have been used along 
with heat. Nothing has done any good. The doctor seems at 
loss as to what to do. The only rhcuniattlogist in town is to 
busy to take on any new patients. Any suggestions? — 
C.G.J. 
Sciatica (sy-At-i-ca) is pain 
in the long scaatic nerve of the 
leg. The nerve root originates 
the lower back. 
Your letter doesn’t provide 
any clues as to what type of 
arthritis your wife has. so i 
can only speculate. 
Pain in sciatica is caused 
often 
by 
arth ritic 
bone 
changes where the nerve root 
emerges from the spine. Also, 
a tumor in the pelvis may put 
pressure on the nerve, as can 
any injury. 
An exam ple of the bone 
change I ’m speaking of is a 
thickening of the edges of the 
spinal vertebra. This can be 
found with osteoarthritis. Or 
there can be a narrowing of a 
disc between vertebrae or a displacement of one of them 
Diabetes, gout, alcohol or blood poisoning can also be 
involved. Even pelvic disorders such as an ovarian cyst or 
a large fibroid of the uterus can cause sciatica-like pain. 
Your wife should get (if she hasn’t already) X-rays of 
the lower spine to determine bone changes, as well as a 
general pelvic examination. 
If the spine is involved, conservative treatment — rest, 
good mattress support, possibly use of what is called a 
“lumbo-sacral" brace — can help, as can heat. Traction 
during bedrest can be effective, too. If these measures 
don't help, surgery may be needed. 
A rheumatologist is skilled in dealing with any arthritis, 
but most general practitioners can also handle these 
problems. A neurologist is another possibility. 
Cod liver oil 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: I have a daughter who cannot 
tolerate juices like orange or grapefruit because of the 
acid content of them. She is taking cod liver oil'tablets for 
the vitamin ( she is missing. Is this right? — M rs L VV. 
Cod liver oil is rich in vitamins A and D. but it is a not a 
source of vitam in C. It is vitamin C your daughter is 
m issing in oranges or grapefruit. And she can get that 
elsewhere. Most vegetables are especially rich in it. Vita­ 
min C comes in tablet form. and PMI mg. a day would be an 
adequate supplement, if one is needed. 
The tablets she is taking might include vitamin C (along 
with the A and D ) but she doesn’t have to take all three 
lust to get the one. Looks like she’s wasting her money. 
Check the label for “vitamin C ” or “ascorbic acid.” 
Sexual urge 
Dear Dr. Thosteson: I ain too embarrassed to bring this 
problem up with my doctor. 
I am 53. The past year I have been treated for high blood 
pressure and am on medication. M y problem is I find my 
urge for sex getting less and less. I have difficulty sus­ 
taining an erection, and of course, this takes away the 
pleasure for both of us. Can you help? — G J I) . 
High blood pressure itself can cause a decrease in sex 
drive. Ironically, the pressure-reducing medications can 
have the same effect Once pressure is brought under 
control the drive usually returns. ’Ihe effect of the medi­ 
cine tends to subside with time and use. 
There is no way to boost the sex drive at your age under 
the circumstances. Bide your time and try not to be overly 
aggressive about sex. 
Your doctor is aware of the possible side effects of the 
m e d i c i n e s he is prescribing, and he may even inquire 
about that the next time you go in. Be frank about the 
matter, It is one way he has of evaluating the medicine and 
the dosage levels. 
Pregnancy 
Dear Dr. Thosteson: Could you please answer an im ­ 
portant question for my husband and me? Is it possible to 
become pregnant when the woman has an intact hymen’’ 
— Mrs. E S. 
Yes. it is possible. There is almost always some opening, 
however small, through which sperm can pass to reach the 
Fallopian tubes. If there were no such opening (a rare 
situation) you would have had to have surgery when your 
menstruation began when you were a child. 
If menstrual flow can exit, sperm can enter.

M r, Freem an is now 
dead, the victim of a heart 
attack, and Jack 1/ord is 
ontinuing with his final TV 
series into a ninth TY' sea­ 
son. 
The great challenge, ever 
since that first terrible 
year. Lord says, has been to 
maintain the quality of the 
writing. That first year 
everything had to he done 
for the first time and that 
included fighting off a var­ 
iety of insects and small 
animals that had grown ac­ 
customed to living in the 
abandoned quonset hut that 
was being used as a film 
studio. “ Since that first 
season.” Lord says, “ we 
have had high quality pro­ 
duction with high quality 
crews and first rate ac­ 
tors.”

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Munich beats Bayreuth 
to centenary o f ' Ring9

— Bayreuth is not tho 
only festival staging a

The National Theater in 
Munich, two weeks before 
B ayreuth celebrates its 
centenary with the “ Kink'/’ 
is also p u ttin g on the 
Wagner tetralogy. 
O fficials of the Munich 
Opera hasten to assure one 
and all that the duplication 
is pure coincidence. 
It is. after all. the UHUH 
a n n iversa ry of the firs t 
performance of the “ Ring” 
cycle! and Munich, which 
was 
so 
im p o rta n t 
in 
Wagner’s career, wanted to 
do something about. Plans 


were laid several years 
back 
In addition, the Munich 
Opera wanted to do so­ 
m ething for its director. 
Gunther Rennert, who is 
retiring right after the cur­ 
rent festival Rennert has 
just finished staging the 
“ Ring.*’ Ile started in 1974 
with “ Die W alkure.” and 
followed 
it w ith “ Bas 
R heingold" the follow ing 
year Last February “ Sieg­ 
fried” came along, and un­ 
iv last month “ (iotterdam- 
merung” was unveiled 
This is the first time the 
Rennert “ R ing” is being 
seen as a consecutive unit 
w ith in a short space of 
time. 
Thus the N inth Munich 
Opera Festival opened Sa­ 
turday w ith “ Bas Rhein- 
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gold.” Wagner lovers from 
all over were in attendance. 
Perhaps many of them . 
who w ill also undoubtedly 
be at Bayreuth regard this 
Munich “ Ring” as a prac­ 
tice or training session for 
the real thing. 
As a m atter of fact, the 
Munich Opera, with its dis­ 
tinguished tra d itio n s of 
Wagner performance, need 
not defer to any company. 
The nonsinging p rin c i­ 
pals in this “ Rheingold” 
were R ennert, the p ro ­ 
ducer; Jan Brazda. respon­ 
sible for sets and costumes; 
and Wolfgang Sawallisch. 
the musical director. 
N eo -B ayreu th 


Rennert’s conception was 
highly individ ual, in te lli­ 
gent and absorbing Be has 
adopted some of the neo- 
Bayreuth 
ideas of the 
Wagner brothers, but has 
not gone w ild over the 
symbolism and mythic ele­ 
ments 
What 
Rennert 
has 
stressed above all is a sheer 
concentration on character 
expressed through move­ 
ment and voice Everything 
is c a re fu lly worked nut; 
every movement and ges­ 
ture is calculated to inten­ 
sify character. 
th e archtypes in Ren­ 
n e rt’ s 
conception 
are 
neith er m y th ic nor J u n ­ 
gian Rather they arc illus- 
tra tiv e of aspects of hu­ 
m anity 
as 
expressed 
through 
W agner's 
characters; lust, greed, the 
urge for power, moral law, 
and stu pid ity too As the 
cycle develops, Rennert 
w ill he developing along 
with it the basic themes set 


forth in “ Rheingold “ His 
purpose was made very 
clear. 
The “ R heingold” p ro ­ 
duction had its share of un­ 
conventional 
m om ents. 
Rennert has relied heavily 
on projections against a 
hare stage. Costumes are 
rather neutral Wotan, for 
exam ple, wears a long, 
fu r-trim m e d 
coat 
that 
wouTrf delight Pogner in 
“ Pie Meistersinger.” 
He also wears s ty lis h , 
form-fitted trousers Alber­ 
ich makes his appearance 
wearing what looks like a 
King Kong costume (a lth ­ 
ough it actually isn't that, 
as the third scene reveals). 
Some of the W agner 
m enagerie 
is 
around. 
Alberich dites change him ­ 
self into a real monster — 
not a dragon, as the libretto 
has it. but some sort of OC* 
topoidal. hug-eyed monster 
from outer space.

skyscraper Bonner works 
his thunder w ithout

hammer At least Wotan is 
allowed to retain his spear. 


Consistency 


It may be that things like 
this would have driven the 
lite ra l-m in d e d 
R ichard 
W agner 
to 
tears 
and 
laughter. But if Rennert's 
premise is granted, he has 
achieved success on his 
own terms. Ile has created 
a “ R he ingold” that has 
emotional and psychologi­ 
cal consistency; a “ Rhein- 
gold” in which the motiva­ 
tions of the characters have 
seldom , if indeed ever, 
been so clearly expressed.

Most 
keynote speeches are perfunc­ 
tory, hers was a reaffirmation 
of faith in the American sys­ 
tem . C om ing from so m eo n e 
whose forebears weren’t a part 
of the system for most of this 
nation's 20(1 years, her reaffir­ 
mation was doubly significant.

J o r d a n , 
with

clipped, forceful — and good- 
humored style, declared. “ We 
can not improve on tin1 system 
of government handed down to 
us by the founders of the R e ­ 
public. but we can find new 


ways to implement that system 
and to realize our destiny." 
She asserted her confidence 
“ that we can form a national 
com m unity," she told the un- 
co m m o n ly-attentive audience 
— and the audience responded 
with enthusiasm that has been 
rare in a political gathering in 
the recent past. 
The congresswoman carved 
out a niche among the talented 
leaders of the country during 
her tenure as a state senator 
from Houston. She gained na­ 
tional eminence as a mem ber 
of the House Ju d ic ia r y C o m ­ 
mittee during the Nixon i m ­ 
p e a ch m e n t 
h e a r in g s .

Monday message was similar 
to one she delivered during the 
Nixon hearings — that Ameri­ 
ca is moving tow ard liberty 
and justice for all. 
She called past Democratic 
adm inistration e r r o r s “ m i s ­ 
takes of the h e a rt" that were 
“ t e m p o r a r y ."

Curbing the emergency laws 


WASHINGTON — Congress 
has only eight weeks of con­ 
structive time remaining — 
something in the neighbor­ 
hood of 40 legislative days — 
before it adjourns in October. 
Most of the pending bills could be 
killed without regret. 
We have plenty of laws as it is 
But one m easure ought not to be 
abandoned. 
This is a law to repeal the em e r­ 
gency laws 
43 years 


M an y A m e r i c a n s m a y be u n ­ 
a w a r e of the s i t u a t i o n , but the 
United States legally has’ been in a 
" s ta te of national e m e rg e n c y ” for 
m ore than 43 years. 
In p o in t of f a c t , a s a s p e c ia l 
Se n ate c o m m itte e d isco v ered , we 
are in not one state of em ergency, 
but four. 
We a re still in the state of national 
e m e r g e n c y d ecla red by F r a n k lin 
D elano R o o se v elt when he closed 
the hanks on M arch 9, 1933 
We a re in another em erg en cy de­ 
c l a r e d by H a r r y T r u m a n in D e ­ 
cem ber. 1950. 
We a re also in two e m erg en cies 


declared by R ichard Nixon, one at 
the tim e of a postal strike in M arch, 
1970, and the other declared during 
a supposed foreign trade and mon­ 
etary crisis in August. 1971. 
P l a i n l y , 
the 
c o n d it io n s 
th at 
prompted these form al declarations 
ended long ago. 
T h e b a n k s a r e flo u ris h in g , the 
Korean W ar is over, the mail is de­ 
liv ere d . a fte r a fash io n , and the 
dollar is doing well 
But as a m a tter of law the e m e r­ 
gencies continue. 
More to the point, the powers that 
com e into existen ce with a procla­ 
mation of national em ergency also 
continue. 


Militia 


T h e S e n a te c o m m it t e e outlined 
some of these powers in a final re­ 
port a few weeks ago. 
D uring the tim e of a "d e c la r e d 
national e m e r g e n c y ,” a president 
may dispatch our arm ed forces “ to 
assist in m ilitary m a tte rs ” in any 
foreign country. 
A p r e s id e n t m a y s u m m o n the 
militia to suppress what he regards 
as "co n sp ira cy .” . 
Indeed , under T itle 18. Section 
1383, a president in tim e of em er-

gency m ay declare any part or all of 
the United States a m ilitary zone; 
persons in such zones who resist 
any “ executive order of the P r e s i­ 
dent” m ay be jailed for up to one 
year. 
It is not c l e a r w h e th e r su ch 
prisoners would be entitled to judi­ 
cial review. 
M o re s t ill 
G iv en a n a tio n a l 
e m e rg e n c y , a p re sid en t m ay v ir ­ 
tually take over all radio, television 
and telegraphic com m unications. 
lf a president finds the country

find it im practicab le to publish his 
proclam ations and thus could rule 
by secret decree. 
At lea st 470 sp e cial powers a re 
known to exist.

We ought not to he paranoid 
No president is likely to plunge 
the republic into dictatorship over­ 
night. 


Prudent 


But we ought to he prudent 
lf I have written it once, I must 
have w ritten it a hundred tim e s : 
Pow er is the nam e of the gam e. 
It is what political life is all about. 
How you get power, how you use 
it, abu se it, lose it, restra in it — 
these lie at the very core of political 
theory. 
T h e F o u n d in g F a t h e r s u n d e r ­ 
stood th is tru th w ith s u r p a s s in g 
clarity. 
T he great debates of 1787 and 1788 
turned largely upon the delegation 
of power and the re s tra in ts upon 
power. 
“ Pow er ought to have such ch ecks 
and lim ita tio n s ,” said a w ise old 
Virginian, “ as to prevent bad men 
fro m a b u s i n g it. It ought to be 
granted on a supposition that men 
will be bad; for it may be eventually 
so .”

In 1967 C. Walton Lillehei left 
his lifelong home in Minnea­ 
polis and the medical school 
with which his name and his 
work was inextricably linked 
With 17 m em bers of his surgical 
re s e a rc h te a m , Lillehei moved to 
New Y ork City w here he b ecam e 
chief of surgery at New York Hospital 
and chairm an of the departm ent of 
surgery at Cornell University Medi­ 
cal College, 
Once settled in New York. Lillehei 
and company made it clear that they 


would continue their innovative work 
on artificial hearts, mechanical heart 
valves and new surgical techniques. 
In May IMH#, five months after his 
stu d e n t C h ris tia a n B a rn a rd p e r ­ 
formed the w orld's first human-to- 
human heart transplant. Lillehei fol­ 
lowed suit. 


But his first transplant patient died 
immediately 
In F e b ru a ry 1969 he headed the 
team of surgeons that performed the 


world's largest multiple organ tran s­ 
plant, and the first heart transplant 
that took place between two hospi­ 
tals. 
The donor was an unidentified New 
Y orker who had died in M em orial 
Hospital, across the street from New 
York Hospital. 


Heart, kidneys and corneas from 
the single donor were transplanted 
into a 27-year old woman at M em or­ 
ial The heart recipient lived H4 days. 
dying of severe rejection and infec­ 
tion. 
Disappointing 


Overall Lillehei performed IO heart 
tran sp lan ts, unfortunately without 
notable success. 
The longest survivor lived 114 days. 
These disappointing results, how­ 
ever, did not belong to Lillehei alone. 
ll was the exception, not the rule, 
when the early heart transplant reci­ 
pients lived a year or more after their 
operations. 
In D ecem ber 1972 I interview ed 
Lillehei for a series of articles on the 
first five years of heart transplants. 
By that tim e some hospitals, in­ 
cluding Lillehei’s own New York Ho­ 
spital-Comeli Medical Center, had 
banned the heart transp lant opera­ 
tions. 
New York Hospital-Cornell Medical 


Center instituted its transplant ban 
because of the hospital d ir e c to r s ’ 
disenchantment with results. 
But Lillehei candidly told me that it 
was “ quite likely” that he'd do a n ­ 
other heart transplant in the future, 
adding that if he suffered term inal 
heart disease h e’d ask for a tra n s ­ 
plant himself. 
Scandal 
As things developed, however, Lib 
lehei never did tran sp lan t another 
heart — at least at New York Hospital 
— for he left there at the end of 1974 
after a messy scandal centering on 
his conviction for income tax evasion 
in February 1973 
He was accused of omitting more 
than $250,000 in income from his tax 
retu rn s for 1904 through 1908 and 
owing more than $125,OOO in taxes. 
United States District Judge Philip 
Neville put Lillehei on five years of 
probation, 
provided 
he 
agree 
to 
p erform “ c h a rita b le m ed ical s e r ­ 
vices, teaching or an equivalent a l­ 
lied activity for six m onths.’’ 
Lillehei agreed to the condition and 
served aboard the hospital ship Hope, 
w hich 
visited 
u n d e rd e v e lo p e d 
countries to provide them with m e ­ 
dical aid 


After serving on the Hope. Lillehei 
returned to New York Hospital 
“ Although he had previously re ­ 
signed his posts as chief of surgery 
and chairm an of the departm ent of 
s u rg e ry , he retain e d his c h a ir as 


In the Imp 1950s, dip surgical team led by Dr. ('. 
II allan Lillehei at dip I diversity o f Minnesota's Me- 
d ical School developed most o f thc techniques that 
even tu ally m ade open heart surgery possible. The 
lienrl-lung m achine a n d the heart p a cem a k er are 
only tiro o f the m any critical innovations that are 
credited to Lillehei's team . Hundreds o f the world's 
lop heart surgeons, including S o nu a ii Shu rn w ay and 
Christiaan H um an!, were his students. 


Open-heart

NEW YORK - Teachers, 
doctors, nurses and other 
professionals increasingly 
are interested in unioniz­ 
ing, according to a study by 
the business research firm, 
The Conference Board.

A proposal to grant major 
lax breaks to property owners 
over the Edwards aquifer ran 
into strong opposition Tuesday. 
County Coms. Frank Vaughan and 
A J , Pinch said they would vole 
against granting a 25 per cent dis­ 
count to Bexar County land owners 
over the aquifer It is San Antonio’s 
underground waler source 
The discount was proposed by 
Arthur De La Car/a, C its-County 
Appraisal Board director, during a 
joint m eeting of Com m issioners 
Court and the Ixiard 
De La (iarza made the proposal in a 
report he was requested to do by the 
board on values of real property lo­ 
cated on the aquifer. 
The report states there haw been 
no m ajor sales of land over the 
aquifer during the past year as a re­ 


sult of the strict building require­ 
ments placed on the area by the 
Texas Water Duality Board 
Also tis a result of the waler quality 
hoard's regulations, there has been a 
24 per cent increase in development 
costs over the aquifer compared with 
property elsewhere in the county 
However, the report also stated I he 
sale of tracts of land sm aller than 
five acres had not been affected bv 
water quality board regulations 


The report recommends that to 
compensate for the effect of the board 
order, a 25 per cent tax discount dis­ 
count should lie granted to all unde­ 
veloped tracts of five acres and 
above 


ll also recommends property taxes 
in the FM1H04 and San Pedro Avenue 
area should be reduced by 25 per cent 
and land should then be devalued bv 


another 30 per cent 
The report states the extra reduc­ 
tion Is warranted because the highest 
and best use for the property is com­ 
m ercial, even though it has been 
zoned residential 
The commercial zoning that had 
been granted to the land was re­ 
versed as a result of a Jan 17 refer­ 
endum I hat w as held after it was re* 
sealed a large shopping mall w a v 
planned for the tract 


However, Vaughan said no dis* 
counts should in* given to landowners 
over the aquifer because it would lie 
unfair to other taxpayers throughout 
the county.

PALO ALTO, Calif. - Nine 
years ago, teacher Hon Jones 
began a classroom experiment 
during a lesson on Nazi tier- 
many. 


Before it ended hundreds of stu­ 
dents had eagerly joined a fascist 
organization and surrendered their 
freedom to the Third Wave 
“ It was a horror story," Jones 
recalled. “ It was frightening." 
“ I had planned to do a one-day 
simulation of Nazi Germany to show 
the students how tlx* German people 
could have remained silent." he said. 
“ I found them so willing to join that it 


carried over through the week." 
The 
experiment 
had 
all the 
trappings of a Fascist state. ID cards 
were distributed, arm bands were 
issued to guards who stood around the 
sophomore world iii story class, a 
cupped-hand salute was devised and 
some .students even began cleating 
uniforms. 
There were slogans to rally around, 
like "strength through discipline" and 
strength through community." 
“ I kept expecting some telx'llion, 
some student dissent, hut there was 
none,” 
he 
said. 
“Three girls, 
intellectuals, were reported to tx* 
opposed, and the students (prickly 
excised them to the library."

classroom to the rest of Lubberly High 
School, 
“The kids in the class were using 
the salute around the school and it just 
started to spread. Every day there 
were more and more students mil­ 
ling around the class, trying to join." 
“Through 
subtle reinforcements 
and rewards to join. Hon got the kids 


wrapped up in the experiment. He 
pulled it off beautifully," said Scott 
Thompson, who was the school’s prin­ 
cipal then. 
"H e got them pretty well into a 
totalitarian system and they ate it up. 
They went beyond his expectations," 
Thompson said. 
Spell broken 
To break the spell, Jones told Third 
Wave members that the organization 
was really a nationwide movement 
which would Is* announced on tele­ 
vision. 
Two hundred students responded. 
With guards at the auditorium doors, 
the .students waited as the televison 
warmed. There was no announce­ 
ment. no national leader. The Third 


Wave movement was dead after five 
days. “ I exposed them to their own 
evil,” he said. 
There was little discussion of the 
week's activities after it was over, 
although Jones said he spent about six 
months discussing what had happened 
w itll Individual students. 
Kept quiet 
Jones said he kept the story quiet 
for years because the incident had 
been so upsetting. "But I recently 
met one of the students, he gave me 
the cupped-hand salute, and we spent 
hours talking about that week. The 
spell was over."
